some discussion of the "round robin" 
sent by the American newspaper cor- 
respondents from Manila via Hong 
Kong yesterday, but all information 
logarding the character of the dis- 
cussion or the nature of the decision, 
if one was reached, was at first re- 
fused. 


Later it was ascertained that the 


decision was reached to allow the 
"round robbin" matter to drop. At 
an informal conference held at the 
white house last night the subject 
was thoroughly discussed and such a 
policy agreed upon. This, it is stated, 
^was confirmed at today's 
cabifiet 


meeting. 


Officially the matter will be ignored 


and General Otis will be allowed to 
treat it as he may deem best.

The report of General Otis of the

'We occupy,' said General Otis, 'a 


large portion of the Tagalog country. 
The lines stretch from Imus on the 
south to San Fernando on the north, 
nearly sixty miles, and eastward, 
into the Laguna province. The insur- 
gent armies have suffered great losr.es 
and are scattered. 
Only large force 


which holds together is about 4,000 
in Tarlac province and northern Pam- 
panga. There are scattered forces in 
bands of fifty and five hundred in 
other portions of Luzon, in Cavite and 
Batangas provinces, they could as- 
semble as many as 2,000. 
They are 


demoralized from recent defeat. The 
most of the people are terrorized by 
t1ie insurgent soldiers, but desire 
peace and American protection. They 
no longer flee from our troops unless 
forced by insurgents, but gladly wel- 
come them. There has been no recent 
burning of towns. 
The population 


within our lines has become dense, 
taking up land cultivation extensive- 
ly. They are kept out of Manila as 
much r.s possible, as the city popula- 
tion was becoming too great to be 
cared for. The only hope of the insur- 
gent leaders is in aid from the United 
States. 
This is the influence which 


enables them to hold out. Much con- 
tention prevails among them and no 
civil government remains. The trade 
with ports not in our possession, the 
former source of insurgent revenues, 
is now interdicted.' 


"General Otis doubted the wisdom 


of this policy as people in those ports 
arc without supplies or food and the 
merchants suffering losses. 


"He meditated at that time the res- 


toration of trade privileges, although 
the insurgents might reap some ben- 
efit from it, a plan which has since 
been partially carried into effect.

After the taking 
of Malolos we retumed to Caloocan 
for a few days, and then started on 
another campaign, helping to take 
several towns, the largest of which 
were Augat, San Roque, San Rafael 
and Balinag, where we are now locat- 
ed, besides San Miguel. 
Fiom that 


town we came back here and struck 
the 'niggers,' as we call them, and 
had a running fight for about eight 
miles. We had two men killed and a 
number wounded, one of them dying 
later. 
Our interpreter was over the 


field where Co. F. had a hard fight; 
he said he counted fouiteen dead and 
saw a great many pools of blood 
where some of them had

wounded. 


"Only four companies in this regi-

KOPP. 


Michael G. Kopp died at 5:30 


o'clock this morning at his home, 
corner of Lillie street and Creighton 
avenue, from stomach trouble. 
Mr. 


Kopp had reached the age of 65 years, 
2 months and 17 days, and was one 
of the oldest employes of the Bass 
foundry. 
He was born at Jaxthim 


(Oberamt Kreissheim) Wuertenberg, 
and came to Fort Wayne in 1853. He 
entered the employ of the Bass shops 
in 1858, when they were located on 
the present site of the Pittsburg 
round house, and for more than forty 
years was in charge of the thousands 
of patterns of this enormous concern.

•'Fruit is very plenty here—bana- 


nas, 
pineapples, mangoes and all 


kinds of tropical fruit except oranges 
and lemons. Sweet potatoes and corn 
grow luxuriantly here. Garden veg- 
etables are giown in some places, but 
they aie not equal to those of the 
states. Sugar cane, rice and tobacco 
are the principal products here, but 
the soil varies so in different parts of 
the island that almost anything can 
be raised, 


"Theie is said to be considerable 


mineral wealth in the mountains- 
gold, silver, coal, etc. We have aij, 
old miner in our company, and he 
has found gold in several places, but 
it has generally been in a veiy swift 
liver, and how rich it is I do not 
know. 


"I suppose you have heard and read 


a great deal about the beauty of the 
native women. Well, the handsome, 
full-blooded natives are about as 
scarce 
as 
good-looking monkeys. 


However, there is the mestizo, that is, 
native mixed with Spanish, Chinese 
or any othei nationality, that is very 
light, intelligent, thrifty, and some 
are quite good-looking. The people 
are veiy skillful at bamboo work. 
Pretty nearly everything from 
n 


cigar case to a house is made from 
bamboo. 
They make hats out of 


bamboo splits scraped down very 
thin, and weave them by hand as 
smooth as a piece of cloth. Tliey are 
equal to a $5 Panama in the states, 
and here they can be had for 50 cents 
The cigar cases are made from dif- 
ferent colored bamboo splints and are 
very pretty. 
I cant see how they 


can make them for the price—5 cents 
—as it seems to me that it would 
take a week to make one. 


"Cigars and cigarettes are very 


cheap here; the best cigars can be 
bought for 3 cents Mexican money, 
which is equal to \y% cents American 
money. You get thirty cigarettes for 
5 cents, Mexican. Both cigars and 
cigaiettes are very strong, the leaf in 
most cases not being propeily cured. 
There is a native drink made here 
called "beeno" that is just about as 
hot as liquid fire. Several of our men 
have been drunk on it, and they were 
perfectly crazy."

Philpot was arrested this morning 
by Deputy Sheriff Thaeker. 
While 


very circumstantial in other respects, 
the report does not show clearly the 
origin of the trouble nor give the rea- 
son for Philpot's arrest. It is said 
hat while Thaeker was taking Phil- 
pot's bond the latter was shot from 
behind by a member of a crowd that 
had gathered. 


This precipitated a general fight 


with 
Winchesters 
and revolvers, 


which was participated in by George, 
Granville, Robert and Peter Philpot 
and Ed Fisher on one side and Aaron 
Morris, Hugh, Jim and Green Griffin 
on the other. 
The battle began at 


about 9 o'clock and raged fiercely for 
ten or fifteen minutes. When it was 
over' it was found that the five men 
mentioned above had been killed out- 
right and three of the belligerents 
were seiiously wounded, while Peter 
Philpot was the only one on either 
side to escape injury. 


Granville Philpot is said to be one 


of the most seriously wounded. He 
is a union veteran, having lost a leg 
at Stone River. He is an ex-member 
of the Kentucky legislature and is 
said to have killed three or four men. 
Ed Fisher, who is reported dead, was 
another man with several nicks in 
his cane. He was but 23 years old, 
but was said to have killed three 
men. 


The story of the battle caused con- 


sternation here, notwithstanding the 
fact that serious trouble had been ex- 
pected to break out among the moun- 
taineers of Clay county ever since the 
assassination of Tom Baker several 
weeks ago.

Gngllelmo Marconi has secured an- 


other patent on the Improvements In 
his wireless 
telegraphy 
apparatus, 


making three in nil. His latest patent, 
issued June 117, covers the main fea- 
tures of I lie apparatus now used by 
Marconi for receiving aerial messages. 
In his original apparatus the inventor 
gathered 
Hie 
Hertzian 
waves 
by 


means of an Insulated aerial conductor 
directly connected with an Imperfect 
contact, or coherer, in a local circuit. 
He now transmits the waves to the 
coherer through an induction coil, the 
primary of which Is connected with 
the aerial conductor and the secondary 
with the coherer. The induction coll 
Is constructed of very thin wire not 
over one-fiftieth of a centimeter in di- 
ameter, Hie windings being in a single 
layer, aud it. is desirable that the coll 
should be In lime with the electrical 
oscillation trarfcjnitted, a result which 
may be attained by varying Hie turns 
and thickness of Hie wire. There is a 
condenser on the connection between 
the secondary 
coil and the coherer, 


composed of six tinfoil or copper plates 
insulated by pnraffin paper. The usual 
local buttery and relay and choking 
coils .to prevent the oscillations from 
running Into the battery are used. 


Marconi claims that the introduction 


of the coll in the conductor not only 
improves the signals, but also prevents 
to n great e:;tcnt any interference due 
to atmospheric causes, as any atmos- 
pheric electricity collected by Hie aerial 
conductor escapes to earlli through 
the primary of the coil, thus prevent- 
ing a charge from accumulating and 
discharging itself through the coherer. 
Thus the improved receiver, properly 
attuned to the transmitter, will receive 
only such electrical waves or aerial 
messages as are intended for it. Mar- 
coni, according to a Washington dis- 
patch to the New York Sun, now uses 
two forms of aerial conductor, one 
composed of seven strands of copper 
wire, MO feet long, the top of the con- 
ductor being 1L.'0 feet from the ground, 
the other being a {rnlvnniz-.'d iron wire 
netting about 2 feet: broad and H',0 
feet long, the top of The netting being 
110 feet above die ground. Marconi 
has found it desirable that Ibe con- 
dnctoi' should offer'a broad surface for 
the collection of the incoming electrical 
oscillations as well as for their trans- 
mission.
